It’s important to know, the President of 
the ONA is not involved in the review or judging of these 
submissions, and should a club submit where any member of 
the judging committee served on the submitting club’s execu- 
tive, that person is expected to recuse himself / herself from 
the judging. The reason SWCS won, as Mike explained, it 
due to the wonderful SWCS membership! The club met all the 
criteria and in many ways surpassed it. The club received an 
individual plaque with a mounted medal plus a cheque, and 
there is a large plaque the ONA maintains with a plate for each 
year’s award recipient. 


The judges review: 


Participating events for the membership, numismatic hobby, 
and community held during the year (shows, meetings, educa- 
tional days, banquets, speaking circuit, radio and television 
shows, on-line blogging and other social media, etc.). 


Educational policy (efforts to share knowledge and promote 
the hobby—speakers circuit, published articles / books, web- 
sites, library, exhibits, accessibility of resources). 


Harmonization with members, dealers, and _ collectors 
(partnering to promote the hobby, build event attendance, 
sharing resources, willingness of club members to volunteer). 


Originality and Initiatives: being different, unique, special 
draws and games, issuing medals / woods / stamps / other |] 
club branded items and hobby promo materials, leading in 
approaches to the hobby, etc. 


Vision and Communication: newsletters (how frequent, quality 
of content, how many contributors, how much visuals), web- 
sites, flyers, public media, advertising, executive meetings, 
membership meetings, shows, educational events, building 
inclusive family spirit and fun within the club and the hobby), 
transparency and stability (financial and membership), etc. 


Giving Back / Paying It Forward: reinvesting the funds raised 
by the membership to keep the membership dues low, to keep 
club resources current, to grow the hobby and knowledge of 
numismatics, and to help the community (donations monetary 
and material to both numismatic and non-numismatic groups), 
members participating at other clubs and shows, members 
sitting on executives for other clubs / provincial or regional / 
national / and/ or international numismatic organizations, etc. 


Mike Hollingshead reviewed the previous weekend’s SWCS 
Spring Show feedback from dealers and attendees. The show 
prep starts long before the show whether it be booking facility, 
signing up dealers, issuing flyers and looking after advertising 
and other media, updating websites, preparing admission 
tools, ordering publications, and more, then the day of setup 


which starts 3-4 hours before the show opens (if not the 
night before), security and attending to other needs during 
the show, photographing the event, and tear-down, helping 
dealers as much as possible.

Coming to Rockwood in fall 2018: 


Conservator, Patty Whan from the Wellington County 
Museum and Archives (WCMA) will be visiting us for our 
October 2018 meeting. Established in 1976 - the year after 
the museum moved to the former home for the aged in 
Aboyne - the Wellington Archives collection began in what's 
now curatorial office space in the Wellington County 


|} Museum, moving in 1982 to the basement of Aboyne Hall. 


Officially named the Wellington County Museum and 
Archives in 1984, the archives section was moved out to the 
St. Andrew West Plaza in Fergus during museum renovations 
and was relocated to the top floor of the museum in 1987, 
where it's been ever since. Approved after months of discus- 
sions in county council, the project was approved in 2009, 
and received federal-provincial infrastructure funding that 
split the cost three ways - plus a grant for special archives 
shelving. Work started in June 2009 with the demolition of 
the 1950s-era Wellington Place wing that had been the 
home of the Ontario Ministry of Agriculture, Food and Rural 
Affairs. Archivist Karen Wagner and conservator Patty Whan 
are dedicated professionals who aim high and provide best 
practices in all they undertake. These two are role models for

all county employees. The Wellington Advertiser, April 28, 
2017, Photo Bill Longshaw: The Wellington County Museum in 
Aboyne (between Elora and Fergus), opened its new ARTe- 
FACTS exhibit on April 23.

Joining us for our Nov. meeting will be Dave Mowat. Some may 
have seen his presentation as part of the Evenings with History 
2017-2018 Lecture Series put on by the Guelph Historical 
Society. Dave is will be giving his presentation he gave at St. 
Andrew’s Church on Dec. 5, 2017, titled “The Klondike Gold 
Rush 1892: A Canadian Story with Local Connections.” Dave 
shared with your Editor, “I would be delighted to speak on the 
Klondike Gold Rush at your meeting on Wed. Nov. 7. My great 
uncle played a significant role in this historic event (first mayor 
in the Yukon) and a great uncle of a former colleague and 
family friend played a major role- William Ogilvie, second gover- 
nor of the Yukon. | wrote a family memoir with extended family 
inputs on our great uncle’s involvement. While very bright and 
capable (gold medal from Queens) and a pharmacist, he 
stayed too long, 11 years, in a declining and rough environ- 
ment in the Klondike, and became a tragedy for his staunch 
upright family.” The discovery of gold in the Yukon in 1896 led 
to a stampede to the Klondike region between 1897 and 
1899. This led to the establishment of Dawson City (1896) 
and subsequently, the Yukon Territory (1898). 


Colonial Acres Coins sold this token (Shown at the bottom of 
left column) during its January 2018 auction: City of Dawson 
Y.T. Incorporated Jan 9, 1902, Commemorating Klondike 
Gold rush 1898, diameter 36mm. 


Tribute to Our RAF Blenheim Crew (along with John Ogilvie, 
Gloucester Historical Society), the history of some buildings 
(some of his research is in the Wellington County Museum & 
Archives, and much more. Dave is also the Community 
Consultation Specialist for the Mississauga of Scugog Island 
First Nation and have spoken before the Oshawa Historical 
Society.

Bangladesh Bank has issued a new series of banknotes, 
phasing out the older designs for new, more secure ones. 
All banknotes other than the 1 taka feature a portrait 
of Sheikh Mujibur Rahman on the obverse along with the 
watermark of the National Martyrs’ Memorial. 


Rarely used banknotes of the Bangladeshi taka are 1

Jardin Guilbault (ov« #098) 


Did You Know......that a token originally destined to be used for admission to a Montreal botanical garden wasn’t struck 
until nine years after the gardens cease to exist? 


In 1889 Dr. Joseph LeRoux visited Birmingham, England and the establishment of medallist Joseph Moore. During this visit 
LeRoux was shown a trial piece that had been made for Jardin Guilbault of Montreal. The tokens had been ordered by 
Guilbault to be used as admission to his botanical gardens but the token showed an admission price of 30 sous (15 cents) 
when the admission price was in fact 15 sous (7 % cents). Upon learning that the dies were still intact LeRoux, thinking he 
could sell them to collectors in Montreal, ordered 500 to be struck in copper. The dies apparently broke after only 98 
tokens had been struck.

Joseph-Edouard Guilbault (1802-1882) was an orphan by the time he was eleven 
having lost his father in 1807 and his mother in 1814. Guilbault attended Petit 
Séminaire Of Montreal later to be known as the College of Montreal from 1814 to 
1816 learning to be a commercial trader and moved to Quebec City in 1820 to set 
up as a merchant. Guilbault returned to Montreal in 1824 as a merchant but later 
set up shop as a florist and botanist in 1831. It was around this time (1832) that 
Jardin Guilbault began its existence as The Botanic Garden of J. Guilbault located 
north of Sherbrooke Street and east of St. Denis near the Bishops Church. In 
1850 the garden was moved to Cote Street and in 1850 moved to Cote des Neige 
the name being changed to The Botanic and Commercial Gardens. In 1852 anoth- 
er move to Sherbrooke and Bleury Streets with the name changed to The Botanic 
and Zoological Gardens and Aviary would be home for the next ten years. In 1862 
this ever-growing venture moved to a site between St. Lawrence and St Hubert 
streets. Advertisements of the day talked of one of the largest collections in Ameri- 
ca of living wild animals, rare birds and plants as well as a gymnasium, a museum 
and a building large enough for skating and concerts. One ad even boasted of A 
Living Whale. 


In 1870 Guilbault sold this property and moved his menagerie to his place at Sault 
au Recollet operating under the name of Guilbault’s Acclimatzation Garden. 


Over the next ten years Guilbault gradually sold all of his exhibits and Jardin Guilbault closed its doors for good in 1880.
